I  regret  to  report  that  during  the  year  there  were  four 
deaths  from  Diphtheria,  of  which  two  had  been  immunised,  and 
that  there  were  a  few  very  serious  cases  in  both  immunised 
and  non-imraunised  children.  Some  20  cases  out  of  the  54 
could  be  classified  as  mild  or  carriers,  and  of  this  group

occasions,  and!  made  500  examinations  and  took  63  swabs,  with 
the  valuable  assistance  of  Mr. Jones.
